LIBERALS AND HOUSING 


HE impending General Election, announced for 
October 25, makes of particular interest to the building 
industry the housing plans of the three political parties. First 
in the field is the Liberal Party, whose Housing Committee 
last week published an interim housing report. Though yet 
to be endorsed by the Liberal Assembly, the report * may be 
taken as representing the general lines of the Party’s policy 
in this vital question. 


With one of its main recommendations—that the rate at 
which obsolescence is overtaking existing housing necessi- 
tates an increase in controlled rents, subject to landlords’ 
discharge of obligations as to repairs—few will disagree. The 
point is made that rents have risen since 1939 by 13 per cent. 
as compared with a general increase in average income after 
tax of about 80 per cent. The suggested permitted increase 
is 25 per cent. As a further step the formation is proposed 
of regional housing associations for the purpose of acquiring 
and converting derelict houses of which there are said to be 
many. There are no statistics on this point; they would 
have been useful. 


It is recognised that the drain of materials and labour 
on such works of modernisation will be heavy and, accepting 
the figures of available capital investment given in the 
Economic Survey, 1951, as sufficient to produce 200,000 
houses annually, the report does not envisage as likely any 
great increase in the present house-building programme. 
It does, however, suggest that materials and labour available 
would go farther if a greater proportion of the 1952 housing 
(70 per cent. is proposed) were to be of the two-bedroom 
type, of 700 sq. ft., and if more flats and Duplex houses were 
built for elderly and childless couples. Such action would, 
it is claimed, result in a saving of £66 m. on the present 
housing target. Technical economies in layout and planning ; 
cessation of restrictive practices affecting materials supply and 
sub-contracting for piecework; and increased productivity 
are other planks on which the Liberal housing policy rests. 


The proposals outlined above will command the support 
of many housing experts. Less likely to do so is the failure 
of the report to grasp the nettle of subsidised housing. The 
report recognises “ that the rigidity brought about by the 
imposition of a ratio of building between local authorities and 
people wishing to build for their own purposes is detrimental 
to provident people who wish to pay their own way without 
subsidy,” but it may be doubted whether the remedy 
is “to urge. that local authorities be free within 
the limits of their original allocations to allow what proportion 
of private enterprise building they think fit and suitable to 
their own areas.” ‘The Labour Government has now pro- 
vided nearly one million houses at public expense and the 
thesis that local authorities should now confine their housing 
activities to a vigorous programme of slum clearance, leaving 
free enterprise to reassume responsibility (under proper 
safeguards) for other housing must be examined and dis- 
proved before the continuance be advocated of a system which, 
however justifiable in the immediate post-war period, has 
nevertheless led to inefficiency, ever-rising cost and delays 
in completion, not to mention the hanging of a financial 
millstone in the shape of subsidies round the nation’s neck. 


We need hardly add that our strictures on this proposal 
are based on technical and economic and not political grounds. 
It is our hope (as it is, we think, our readers’) that whatever 
Government may be returned to power. housing may be taken 
outside the political ring; it has been imprisoned there 
already for too long.

By reason of his recent operation, His Majesty the King will not deliver 
the broadcast planned for Sunday evening, but the occasion will be marked by the beating of Tattoo by the massed bands of 
the Brigade of Guards on the Fairway, a view of which is seen above. From every point of view the South Bank must 
be rated a success. Architecturally it has broken fresh ground and its popularity has been such that well over 8,000,000 
people have already seenit. Sir Gerald Barry and his fine team of architects and designers must feel their faith in the purpose 
of the Exhibition and the choice of site to be fully justified. In a month’s time dismantling of buildings is likely to begin, 

but before this a decision as to the future of certain of the buildings may be expected.

OFFENSIVE PUBLIC 
ADVERTISEMENTS 


WE are glad to note that the Minister 

of Local Government and Planning 
has upheld the decision made by the 
Westminster City Council, refusing to 
allow illuminated signs on premises in 
Parliament-street and Bridge-street, West- 
minster. This is an admirable example 
of prevention; how about cure? The 
Council might now turti its attention 
to Trafalgar-square and Piccadilly-circus— 
those ‘“‘show-places of the capital ”’— 
both of which are vulgarised by advertise- 
ments, the latter being a positive disgrace 
to a civilised community. What cultivated 
visitors from the Empire and foreign 
countries must think when they see 
these deplorable proliferations we hardly 
like to imagine. ‘The Town and Country 
Planning Act of 1947 gives power to 
discontinue the display of advertisements 
‘so far as appears to the Minister to 
be expedient in the interests of amenity 
or public safety,” so there is no reason 
why these visual offences should not be 
given short shrift, and we must hope that 
Lord Samuel’s belief (expressed at the 
Building Research Congress dinner last 
week) that action may be taken in the 
case of Trafalgar-square, as the existing 
contracts expire, is justified. 


AMERICA ON THE R.F.H. 


THE REFERENCE on the cover of the 
August Architectural Forum: “ Perfect 
acoustics in Britain’s Festival Hall, but 
is it art?” sent us diligently turning over 
the pages of the Magazine of Building in 
search of American opinion on Messrs. 
Matthew and Martin’s great building. 
Prefacing a well-written, informative article 
on the acoustics of the Hall, by Professor 
Richard Bolt, we found the following : 


“In two major respects the . Royal 
Festival Hall in London ranks among the 
important buildings constructed since 
the end of the war: first, as an acoustic 
masterpiece ; and, secondly, as a deliberate 
attempt to produce a permanent, modern, 
monumental work of architecture in a 
country whose standard in monuments has 
been second to no other’s. 

“The architects of the Royal Festival 
Hall tried to do two things: they tried 
to produce a floating and airy structure, 
which one critic described as a ‘solid 
egg (hanging) in a transparent box,’ 
and they also tried to produce a monu- 
mental structure which the same critic 
described as having a ‘ fixed and perma- 
nent form.’ In spite of the impressive 
detailing and superb finishes, these two 
conflicting aims seem to have proved too 
hard to reconcile. The concept of a solid 
egg (the auditorium) floating in a light 
and transparent cage (containing foyers, 
restaurants, bars, etc.) might have pro- 
duced a spidery structure not unlike a 
Zeppelin turned inside out; while a 
strangely traditional concept of monu- 
mentality seems to have suggested a heavy 
structure. 

“Somehow the Royal Festival Hall 
achieved neither of these extremes. It 
may be argued that its semi-airiness com- 
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bined with a semi-solidity represents a 
new concept of monumentality, but the 
finished product does not appear too self- 
assured in any such new direction. Per- 
haps the moral is that small, exquisite 
detail piled upon small exquisite detail 
does not necessarily produce a large, 
exquisite whole but may, instead, end up 
by obscuring and over-complicating an 
originally simple idea. (In this respect 
the Hall is curiously like the magnificent 
English cathedrals with all their elaborate 
Gothic detail. But in the great cathedrals 
the simple and noble idea was never lost, 
and the elaborate detail served merely 


‘to reinforce the overall concept.) 


** Another lesson of the Royal Festival 
Hall may be that modern architecture 
must find its own way to express monu- 
mentality and cannot successfully fall 
back upon mass, weight and other tradi- 
tional notions intended to suggest per- 
manence. 


THE R.F.H. “ A MILESTONE” 


“THE Royal Festival Hall,” continues 
our contemporary, ‘‘ does represent a 
milestone in two important respects. It 
is quite possibly the best-finished modern 
building anywhere in the world. Its 
standard of detailing and its excellence 
of ,;workmanship are a challenge to every 
modern architect practising to-day. More 
importantly, the Royal Festival Hall is a 
milestone in public acceptance of modern 
architecture: When the government of 
the largest city in the world calls upon 
some of its most advanced architects to 
build the most important public building 
in several decades, the occasion is some- 
thing to cheer about. And when that 
city government is rewarded with a 
building that functions so well, that is so 
flawlessly planned, that is so beautifully 
built and so meticulously detailed, the 
occasion is also evidence that modern

A THAMES-SIDE LANDMARK 


FoR NEARLY EIGHTY YEARS a prominent 
feature of the Albert Embankment, the 
two great blocks of Doulton buildings, 
derelict since the bombing of the early days 
of the war, are now in process of demoli- 
tion, and are expected to have disappeared 
from the London scene in about nine 
months’ time. Erected in 1876 from the 
designs of the firm of Tarring, Son and 
Wilkinson,in a mixed style of Romanesque- 
Gothic, the buildings, with their rather 
depressing red brick and _terra-cotta 
dressings, nevertheless had a sort of 
gloomy grandeur somewhat reminiscent 
of Sir George Gilbert Scott’s St. Pancras 
Station Hotel. 


It was these buildings that saw the 
production ot great quantities of the famous 
Doulton ware, which owed its origin 
largely to the Lambeth School of Art, 
then carried on under the firm’s fostering 
care. Although they have long since 
moved most of their production out of 
London, the headquarters of the firm are, 
of course, still on the Embankment, at 
Doulton House, next door to the Ministry 
of Works. It was at this school that 
George Tinworth,- who became the firm’s 
modeller, received his early art education. 

A notable feature of the old buildings 
is a magnificent chimney-stack, perhaps 
250 ft. high, designed on the lines of the 
tower of the Palazzo Pubblico at Siena, 
with a great balconied and machicolated 
top. The Surrey side will not seem the 
same when this has gone. The owners 
of the site are Messrs. Taylor Woodrow, 
Ltd. A block of offices may ultimately be 
erected on the site.

ST. BRIDE’S, FLEET-STREET

FROM “ THE BUILDER” OF 1851 
Saturday, September 27, 1851 

CLEMENTHORPE, YORKSHIRE. — As some 
_ workmen were lately employed in making 

a sawpit in a field at Clementhorpe, they 
discovered a Roman pavement, in a fine 
state of preservation. The outer border 
is tessellated flooring of 84 in. ; the next 
portion is in black-and-white mosaic, of 
a half-moon pattern; within this is a 
richly-laced pattern in white, red and 
drab, on a black ground. In the centre 
of the floor are geometrical figures, and 
at the corners the bell or tulip pattern. 
The eastern portion only has as yet. been 
uncovered. 
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NEW TIMBER STORAGE BUILDING, SHOREHAM 


WO years ago a large timber storage 
building was erected at Shoreham-by- 

Sea. Its performance since has been so 
satisfactory that when a building licence was 
issued in 1950 for the replacement, of 
another old shed on the same wharf, there 
was no hesitation on the part of the owners, 
Messrs. Beves and Co., in deciding to use 
timber as the principal structural material. 

The site was a restricted one and a clear 
span of 105 ft. between support centres was 
the maximum in one direction and 136 ft. 
for the length of the shed in the other.. 
only other limitation called for internal 
clearance 25-ft. high for at least the centre 
80-ft. width of the building, with the same 
clear height between the supporting posts 
and trusses up to the side walls for a mobile 
crane. Within these requirements the 
Timber Development Association agreed to 
produce a suitable design in timber. 

It was determined that a three pin Portal 
frame would show the lowest relative con- 
sumption of timber, have adequate strength 
and meet the requirements. Stress-graded 
timber was used throughout and Douglas 
fir was the predominant species. Manufac- 
ture of the components proceeded smoothly 
and complete half trusses were assembled 
on site jigs. The sections were lifted into 
position with a 45-ft. pole and winch and 
were bolted up from a travelling scaffold. 

The importance of this new building lies 
in the opportunity it provides of comparing 
costs with the earlier building which, though 
using timber and connector techniques, was 
of a different design. Competitive estimates 
were received for both and in the table below 
the relevant figures are calculated upon a 
similar basis for both buildings. 

The average height of the new shed is 
substantially greater; this accounts for the 
increase in consumption of timber in rela- 
tion to floor area needed for the posts and 
side framing. The consumption of timber 
in relation to enclosed space remains virtu- 
ally the same, while the number of connec- 
tors jumps by nearly 150 per cent. 

Although fewer post bases were required 
in the West Shed they were much heavier, 
and had to be connected by reinforced con- 
crete beams to withstand the outward thrust 
of the Portal frame. In the East Shed the 
thrust from the posts is nearly vertical and 
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the foundations are therefore lighter and 
much less expensive. 

The big jump in costs is undoubtedly the 
result of the relative increase in the number 
of connectors coupled with the greater height 
of the building. The difference in roofing 
and sheeting costs arises from the larger 
proportion of reinforced troughing used on 
the roof and to the appreciable increase in 
the cost of asbestos cement products. 

Some useful conclusions can be drawn. 
First, economy in the use of timber can be 
carried too far where it involves increases 
in the number and complexity of joints. 
Secondly, the need for. similar analysis of 
building costs for broadly comparable timber 
structures is obvious. With a range of fig- 
ures it would be possible to determine within 
limits certain optimum proportions, which 
would have great value as criteria of pro- 
jected designs. 

The finished building fulfils precisely the 
requirements laid down, and the Timber 
Development Association state that though 
no comparable figures are available for a 
similar building there is no reason to believe 
that other materials would have proved 
cheaper, * “while in maintenance costs timber 
will win hands down.”

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RECENT ARCHITECTURE AT NORTHAMPTON 


THE WORK OF THE BOROUGH ARCHITECT’S DEPARTMENT 


THE County Borough of Northampton in 1946 set up a 

Borough Architect’s Department under the direction of 
its first Borough Architect. Now, at the completion of the 
initial five years, it is of interest to survey the progress that has 
been made in the Borough’s building programme and also 
in town planning. 


LOCATION AND CHARACTER 


First, some account may be given of the town itself. Geo- 
graphically Northampton—the county town of Northampton- 
shire, but not a city as some appear to think—is situated at the 
centre of gravity of England. It is, indeed, in the heart of 
rural ‘England: for, although less known perhaps than its 
neighbouring county Warwickshire, Northamptonshire has 
an equally verdant and undulating landscape which is set 
about with delightful ironstone villages, and only here and 
there occur the larger towns. For famous country houses 
and churches the county has no superior. 


The town itself is sited at the confluence of two tributaries 
of the River Nene, which winds its rather slothful way via 
Oundle, Peterborough and Wisbech through the fenlands to 
the Wash. Roads radiating from the town centre lead to 
Wellingborough (10 miles) and Kettering (14) to the north- 
east ; Daventry (13) and Rugby (20) to the west ; Bedford (22) 
to the east; Leicester (34) to the north, and London (65) to 


the south. Despite the fact that the main railway line from 


the north misses the town by some five miles, London is 


reached by the fastest trains in 100 minutes. Thus, whilst 
it is not difficult for Northamptonians to keep appointments 
in the City, they remain—and hope they always will remain— 
sufficiently far away to avoid having their town become one 
of its dormitories. ' 


The position of the town centre was fixed by the crossing 
point of the south-north London-to-Leicester road which 
enters the town over South Bridge with the west-east 
Daventry-to-Kettering road, which enters over West Bridge. 
At this crossing a most interesting market place has grown 
up, having all the delights of the enclosed “ place” as ex- 
pounded by Camillo Sitte and Raymond Unwin. Many 
seventeenth and eighteenth-century houses and shops still 
surround the Market Square and flank the adjoining church of 
All Saints, the finest of all being the County Hall, recently 
scheduled as an ancient monument. 


Hard by the County Hall lies Edward Godwin’s Guildhall, 
whose rear additions, once the fire station and police build- 
ing, house the Borough Architect and Town Planning Officer’s 
Department, the outgoing Departments now being firmly 
established in Ernest Prestwich’s Bath stone Civic Buildings 
on The Mounts, some 400 yds. away. Apart from All Saints

MEMORIAL SQUARE, 
NORTHAMPTON 


A CIVIC IMPROVEMENT 


O*N the former site of St. Katharine’s 
Church, Northampton, a _ war 
memorial square and garden of peace 
were opened and dedicated on Septem- 
ber 13. They commemorate the men 
and women of Northampton who gave 
their lives in the Second World War. 
The Lord-Lieutenant of the county, 
Lord Exeter, opened the garden, the 
Bishop of Peterborough, Dr. Spencer 
Leeson, dedicated the square, and the 
Mayor of Northampton, Councillor Frank 
Lee, placed a wreath on the memorial 
stone. 


The centre of Northampton has as its 
main feature the Market Square, which 
is to the north-east of the crossing of the 
main traffic routes. To the west of the 
main north-south road through North- 
ampton lies an area of blighted and out- 
worn property which it is intended to 
redevelop at the earliest possible stage in 
the Development Plan. An important 
part of this redevelopment is an extension 
of the central area within the inner- 
ring rgad to include an area of civic 
and cultural buildings. 


St. Katharine’s Church has been derelict 
for several years, and the adjoining school 
was in a similar condition. The Ecclesiasti- 
cal authorities made it a condition of the 
demolition of the church that the site 


should be a garden, and the stone from 
the church be used on the site. This 
has given the unique opportunity of pro- 
viding a fine open space in the heart of 
the town, and forms the nucleus of the 
area for civic and cultural buildings 
which will be put up round the square. 

As a result of this development, North- 
ampton now has twin squares lying side 
by side in the heart of the town—one, 
the Market Square, paved and cobbled, 
and the focal point of business activity ; 
and the Memorial Square, which provides 





a garden where office workers and shoppers 
can stroll and rest during their lunch 
time. ‘The relationship of the two squares 
can be seen from the map, which is 
based on the O.S. Sheet, but is very much 
formalised. It shows the future exten- 


sions to the gardens to make the eventual 
layout a square of nearly two acres, 
exactly equal in area to the Market Square. 
The work has been carried out under the 
direction of the Borough Architect and 
Town Planning Officer, Mr. J. Lewis 
Womersley, A.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.I. 
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are two other churches of particular interest, the round 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre with its strong Norman 
columns: at the old north entrance to the town, and St. 
Peter’s Church with its grand Norman tower and nave arcade 
just within the old western gate. There are also some excel- 
lent nineteenth-century churches designed: by Matthew 
Holding, the best known being St. Matthew’s, which houses 
Henry Moore’s “‘ Madonna and Child ” and Graham Suther- 
land’s “‘ Crucifixion.” . 


The town was protected by walls on the north and east-— 
the site of which is now occupied by roads—and by the river 
on the west and south, the dominating Castle site above the 
west entrance to the town having been largely cut away during 
the last century to form railway sidings and the Castle Station. 
Other features are a liberal supply of attractive parks, including 
a recreational park of 117 acres which was a racecourse until 
1900 and is situated less than a mile from the town centre. 
The atmosphere is clean and clear, due largely to the fact that 
the machinery in most of the factories is driven by electric 
power, and that the town is surrounded by the open country- 
side. 


INDUSTRIES 


Part of the fascination of Northampton lies in the fact that 
it is botha market town, serving a wide area, and an industrial 
town. The Market Square provides a lively and colourful 
scene on Wednesdays and Saturdays when’ some county folk 
bring in their produce to sell and others enter the town for 
shopping and entertainment. The town’s staple industry is, 
of course, boots and shoes—Northampton made boots for the 
armies of King Alfred the Great—but of more recent years 
the advent of other industries—light engineering, dressmaking, 
toys and model-making among them—has done much to 
make it a well-balanced industrial town, little affected by 
trade depressions. 


Its population (only 104,000) and compactness (just over 
6,000 acres) contribute to making it a live and integrated 
community allowing an architect-planner a fair chance of 
understanding it and successfully shaping its future growth. 
Although the community may inevitably be a little parochial, 


it is essentially human. The planner is never allowed to 
forget that he is dealing with living individuals readily able 
to tell their elected representatives what they think about 
their new neighbourhoods, houses and schools. Thus his 
schemes must be realistic, and, whilst his head may remain 
in the clouds, his feet are kept firmly anchored to the 
ground. : 


TOWN PLANNING 


Long-term plans for Northampton envisage first, a solution 
to the traffic problem by completing the partially existing 
inner ring road along the line of the old fortifications, together 
with the creation of inner by-passes to the main east-west 
and north-south roads (not, be it noted, by long and expensive 
outer ring roads) to keep through traffic away from the 
historic and busy town centre; second,.a balancing of the 
growth of the eastern part of the town by housing and indus- 
trial development to the west of the river ; third, redevelop- 
ment of the outworn parts of the central area; and four, 
the construction of a bus station and car parks. 


Shorter-term plans, on which construction is proceeding, 
include the development of the King’s Heath neighbourhood 
to house some 5,000 persons to the west of the town, together 
with the. adjoining light industrial estate; the provision of 
primary schools and shops on pre-war estates lacking these 
amenities ; the first scheme of flats and maisonettes on pre- 
war slum-cleared sites in the Central Area; andthe creation of 
small town gardens and car parks in strategic positions near 
the town centre. The chief of these are the Memorial 
Square, a public open space as a memorial to those who 
perished in world war two, within 100 yds. of the market

place, on the site of a disused church and school and the com- 
bined garden and car park in front of St. Peter’s Church to 
which it forms a verdant foreground. This square is — 
described in greater detail on the previous page. 


HOUSING 


In the six years since the war a total of 1,939 dwellings 
has been erected, 1,686 of which have been built by the 
County Borough and include 250 temporary bungalows and © 
100 permanent prefabricated houses. The whole of the 
remainder are of traditional brick construction. For the last 
three years the Government’s annual allocation of Council 
houses has been approximately 300, and with the labour 
available locally it has been found possible to complete 
approximately this number without recourse to non-tradi- 
tional types which are not popular with Northamptonians. 


The Borough Architect’s Department in Northampton was 
not created until mid-1946 so that the immediate problem 
was to complete existing estates with existing house types 
while preparing layout plans and new house types for the 
250-acre King’s Heath Neighbourhood, which was to form 
the Council’s major concentrated effort in its post-war 
housing programme, work on which is now well under way. 
When completed this community will comprise 1,300 dwell- 
ings, three nursery schools, an infants’ school, a junior school, 
a secondary school, an Anglican church with hall and vicarage 
(to be designed by Messrs. Seely and Paget), a Non- 
conformist church, a community centre, two inns and a 
shopping centre of 16 shops with maisonettes and flats above. 
Designs for the last portion only are now illustrated, but the 
whole scheme when completed is likely to provide an exemplar 
of its kind. 


EDUCATION 


Northampton’s educational development plan, prepared 
under the 1944 Education Act by the Chief Education Officer, 
Mr. H. A. Skerrett, was approved by the Minister of Educa- 
tion on August 21, 1948. In working out the school building 
programme there has been the closest co-operation between 
the Departments of the Education Officer and the Borough 
Architect, resulting in good progress despite a serious shortage 
of architectural staff.

On the drawing boards at present are working drawings 
for an infants’ school at Mereway (240 places), a junior school 
for King’s Heath (320) and sketch plans for a_ technical 
high school. Further work already carried out during the 
five years’ work of this small staff, which includes only two 
senior architects, are the conversion of two buildings into 
community centres and the building of a third with the parts 
of demolished civil defence buildings. All these community 
centres are playing a most important part in the social life of 
the areas in which they are situated.

are finished with wood-wool slabs to prevent reverbera- 
tion from footsteps traversing the tiled floors. 

Heating, hot water and plumbing : Heating is by 
low pressure pump-circulated hot water through 
embedded copper coils in the concrete floor slab to 
the main rooms and by convectors in the staff rooms. 
‘The same boiler supplies hot water through a calorifier 
and mixing valve to the children’s basins. Class- 
rooms, assembly hall, cloakrooms and corridors having

embedded copper panels have specially selected 
flooring materials capable of withstanding this form 
of heating. Heating to the assembly hall is augmented 
by hot air blown in through grilles at high level in 
the walls. This system, which controls heat at will, 
is economical in use and provides in addition a ready- 
made ventilation system. 

Water services to, and drainage from, lavatory 
basins and w.c.s are concealed in ducts which, whilst 
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being readily accessible to a mechanic are inaccessible 
to scholars, The w.c. cisterns are also housed in 
these ducts. There is a specially designed drying 
room for wet clothes. 

Lighting : Classrooms and assembly hall are lit by 
fluorescent lighting, that to the latter having colour 
tubes. ‘Tungsten lighting is used elsewhere. 

Special equipment: A Tannoy radio set and 


amplifier, together with a gramophone “ pick-up,” 
enables radio or records to be broadcast to all class- 
rooms and to the assembly hall. Provision fora full- 
size film projector is made in a projection room 
adjacent to the assembly hall and for a rear film pro-

jector in the store to serve one of the classrooms. A 
time bell, class-changing bell and electric cloak controls 
are also provided. 

Sketch plans were approved by the Ministry of 
Education on January 30, 1948, the contract was let 
on September 6, 1948, and completed on March 29, 
1950. The consulting engineers (heating and elec- 
trical work) were Messrs. Edward A. Pearce and 
Partners ; the quantity surveyor, Messrs. Ernest 
Howard and Son; _ and the building contractors, 
Messrs. Henry Martin, Ltd. The clerk of works was 
Mr. M. J. Wilby, and the general foreman, Mr. G. 
Gibson.

HE group of buildings comprising 
the Gladstone junior school, 
infants’ school and their joint dining 
hall form the largest post-war building 
project yet undertaken by the Education 
Committee. Accommodating 320 
juniors and 240 infants, the schools 
serve the Spencer housing estate. 
Designed in accordance with the 1944 
Building Regulations, they have been 
planned on either side of the dining 
block. 
The junior school has two classroom 
wings, each of four classrooms with 
adjoining storeroom, facing south-east, 
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a cloakroom and 1avatory block being 
planned near the end of each wing 
with easy access from both internal 
corridors and playgrounds. The class- 
rooms of the infants’ school are planned 
in three groups of two classrooms, 
each group having its own cloakroom 
and lavatory block planned en suite; 
this arrangement, representing a half- 
way stage between nursery school 
and junior school planning, is con- 
sidered to be the ideal one for infants. 
Whilst the building regulations do not 
allow for the provision of a stage in 
the assembly hall of an infants’ school,

advantage has been taken of the slope 
of the ground to plan the dining hall 
adjacent to the assembly hall at such a 
level as to be usable as a stage, sliding 
folding doors separating the two rooms. 
Structure and finishes.—All buildings 
are of reinforced concrete framework 
with brick panel walls and in situ 
concrete roofs finished with roofing 
felt. Framework to classroom blocks 
provides for cross-lighting and ventila- 
tion of the classrooms from windows 
above corridor roofs. Externally the 
buildings are faced with 2§ in. golden 
brown sandstock bricks with mortar 
joints to match. Windows and doors 
are of metal. Floors to entrances, 
corridors and staff rooms are of thermo- 
plastic tiles. Classroom floors, which 
have embedded heating panels, are 
generally of Granwood blocks. 
Services.—Heating in both schools 
is by low pressure pump-circulated 
hot water through embedded copper 
coils in the concrete floor slab to the 
main rooms, which in some cases is 
supplemented by radiators. Two

Gravico magazine-type boilers provide 
all heating and hot water. Children’s 


wash-basins used are provided with a 
mixed supply of hot and cold water at 
a predetermined temperature.

can hold 40 children between the’ages of two and five. 
Accommodation may be studied from plan ; briefly, 
the entrance hall gives access to all parts which con- 
sist of two playrooms with toilet arrangements ;

kitchen and services; and staff wing. ‘The playrooms. 
differ slightly for the two age groups—two to three and 
three to five—and adjacent to each is a lobby leading 
to the outside play space. In designing the building 
a wholehearted attempt has been made to reduce its. 
scale to that of the children it is to serve. Means 
employed include 2-in. facing bricks; door handles, 
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etc., fixed lower, and w.c. pans 8 in. and 10 in. high. 
The playrooms have in situ reinforced concrete frames, 
the remainder of the building being in 11-in. cavity 
loadbearing brickwork. Heating is by thermostatically 
controlled gas boiler with pump-circulated hot water 
to concealed convectors. The whole of the play 
space is surrounded by pleasant lawns and protected 
by hedges and bushes, among which it is possible for 
games such as hide-and-seek to be played. Sand pits, 
two hillocks, a paddling pool 1 to 4 in. deep, a trough 
for sailing boats, and a larger diameter drain pipe 
through which children can crawl are additional 
recreational facilities provided. The clerk of works 
was Mr. M. Wilby, M.Inst.C.W., and the builders 
Messrs. Bernard Sunley and Sons, Ltd., of St. James- 
street, London, S.W.1.

A® part of the services to the new housing estates 

the County Borough has provided shops. Two 
schemes are now illustrated, the first being shops and 
flats on the St. David’s estate. This row of eight 
shops and six flats faces almost due north so that 
kitchens and bathrooms over the shop fronts have been 
provided with internal plumbing ducts, leaving the 
south side for living-rooms and bedrooms, the former 
having direct access on to the large rear balconies over 
the stores of the shops. 








The construction is load-bearing brick walls, with 
reinforced concrete beams,’ floors and flat roof, the 
pitched roof being of timber covered with clay pantiles. 








The shop fronts have bronze windows and maho- 
Cross section. Below: View at rear. gany doors set in cream coloured faience, the remainder 
of the walls being of Whitwick golden brown rustic 
facing bricks pointed with a bucket-handle joint. 
Lettering on shop fascias is standardised type in 
individual colours secured to the top of the faience 
cornice. The Northampton Co-operative Society 
agreed to abandon their individuality in the interests 
of obtaining a harmonious overall scheme and have 
expressed themselves well satisfied with the result. 
Mr. H. Waterhouse was clerk of works, and the 
builders were Messrs. Branson and Jones, Ltd., of 
Milton-street, Northampton. 





The. second scheme illustrated (page 420) is planned 
for the King’s Heath estate, and is now under con- 
struction. The centre consists of 16 shops built on 
two sides of a paved square with two-storey maison- 
ettes and flats of the two-bedroom type over. A 
concrete canopy gives shelter to shoppers and is used 
as a balcony to the maisonettes. 


The standard shop has a frontage of 18 ft. and con- 
sists of the front shop compartment 22 ft. deep with 
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a store 16 ft. deep behind and a yard 25 ft. deep behind 
that. Rear service roads serve the yards of each 
shop, and vehicles can be driven into the yards and 
backed up to the double doors to the stores. The 
shops on one side of the square have basement storage 
in addition to the ground-floor stores, and trades 
selected for this side are therefore of the type which 
require larger storage accommodation. ‘The maison- 
ettes and flats are served by access paths over the 
stores to the shops at the rear, which connect with 
ground level at each end by means of ramps having an 
average gradient of 1 in 10. The position of staircases 
in the maisonettes is such that they can be extended 
downwards directly into the shop for shopkeepers 
requiring to have combined living accommodation. 


Construction is of load-bearing brickwork with 
reinforced concrete canopies, columns and beams to 
shops and with reinforced concrete floors and flat 
roof. The concrete canopy has built-in pavement 


lights to avoid darkening shop windows. Messrs. ee

HE new staircase in old Withersdane House was built 
to replace two separate stairs, which were inadequate 

for the requirements of the house, now part of the students’ 
residence, Withersdane Hall. ‘The problem was to provide 
a stair in an extremely constricted floor area, and between 
floors of differing ‘heights, and at the same time it was 
considered important to maintain the openness of the 
entrance hall. Both concrete and hardwood were con- 
sidered for the construction of the stair, but concrete was 
ruled out on account of weight. Hardwood was considered 
a more sympathetic material for use in the old building. 
To make the stair as light as possible the strings spanning 


between landings carry the treads and risers without 
carriages. ‘To continue this lightness and to keep the 
entrance hall as one space, the first half-landing is sup- 
ported at its outer end only on a light stud wall and the 
second landing is slung from an R.S.J. above by three 
steel balusters. Except for the treads and risers, which are 
waxed oak to match the flooring in the entrance and else- 
where, the stair is built of polished African mahogany 
with the balusters painted white.

NEW TECHNIQUES IN BUILDING 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Your readers will have noted 
with considerable interest the most 
stimulating paper given by Mr. Fitz- 
maurice to the Building Research Congress 
(The Builder, September 14). While I 


agree he is probably correct in many of his 
assertions, I feel compelled to disagree 
upon a few points in his general review 
which I found to be a bit paradoxical. 


Mr. Fitzmaurice makes a surprisingly 
invidious and misleading comparison be- 
tween the “‘ public works ” and “‘ building 
proper’ sides of the industry in matters 
of design, productivity and mechanisation 
during the past three decades which can 
only be described as unfortunate. The 
papers read to the Congress by Dr. Mazure 
and Mr. Laing, the recent Working 
Party Report, and the admirable paper 
presented by Messrs. Farrow and Eden, 
dispose of this mischievous inference. 
There are also a number of other points 
referred to in the paper which cannot be 
supported by the unanimous conclusions 
contained in the Working Party Report 
which, I would submit, merit detailed 
consideration by anyone concerned with 

* building. 

The complex nature of the building 
industry in most countries, both in com- 
position and the many and varied demands, 
made upon it, calls for the closest unity 
and mutual understanding between its 
many partners: professional, industrial, 
scientific and commercial. In effect, the 
building industry is, or should be, indi- 
visible, every section endeavouring to 
contribute in full measure to the well- 
being of the whole. 


I venture to suggest that the purely 
scientific approach to future techniques 
in building, and I do not confine my 
remarks to housing, must inevitably fail 
or prove disappointing if insufficient con- 
sideration be devoted to the need for the 
esthetic values. and standards referred 
to by Lord Samuel at the Congress. 
There must also be wise understanding 
of the many human factors and elements 
existing in this age-old industry which 
will always continue to be creative in the 
fullest sense of the word. 

Throughout the centuries man has 
derived.a deep sense of joy and satisfac- 
tion. from: the creative skill and ability 
that he has devoted to building ; to-day 
that skill is being considerably developed 
and extended by improved methods, 
techniques and equipment of many kinds, 
and it is to be hoped that in the process 
the satisfaction to which I refer will not 
be impaired or lost. Development may 

§ appear to be slow by comparison with some 
of the younger industries which have come 
into being since the industrial revolution 
or the more recently established light 
industries of the present century. A 
teview of the many developments in 
building during the last 50 years (a very 
short span when one considers the many, 
Many centuries in which building practice 
has been evolved) shows it to have been 
a period of enormous progress and almost 
continuous expansion. 
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May I sound a note of caution? The 
scientist and scientific worker in the 
building industry engaged upon research 
must be extremely careful to show, without 
being patronising, that they are able to 
assist and co-operate closely in developing 
and improving the existing practices and 
techniques rather than appearing in the 
role of superior critic or innovator. They 
have a very vital part to play and must 
continuously concern themselves with the 
difficult problem of presenting and intro- 
ducing the results of their work simply 
and in such a way that they will be of 
ready use to their partners who are actively 
engaged in the industry; this is a point 
of cardinal and psychological importance. 

I would not wish to appear in any way 
to be complacent or unprogressive or to 
suggest that there is not a vast field of work 
covering many aspects, such as technical 
education and training, better and simpler 
uses of materials, managerial and costing 
methods, further mechanisation, to men- 
tion but a few, all calling for joint study 
and critical examination; but I believe 
that not only in this country but in many 
parts of the world an enormous amount of 
enlightened’ and detailed thought and 
action on a wide basis is being increasingly 
directed to these matters. Is it too much 
to hope that the Congress will herald a 
new era of joint endeavour in the long 
and relentless process of evolution effecting 
the pattern of building technique and 
skills ?

COMPETITIVE TENDERING 
To the Editor of The Builder 


tear leading article of September 

21 admirably sums up the advantages 
and disadvantages of the present system 
of competitive tendering. 

Could not a solution, at least temporary, 
be found in dispensing with the services 
of the “financial organisation without 
roots in the industry” to which you refer? 

Let us retain the desirable healthy 
competition by obtaining competitive 
tenders for each trade separately from 
acknowledged specialists and enter into 


separate contracts with each. 


The functions of the general contractor 
and the general foreman could be tnder- 
taken by a clerk of works with, if necessary, 
a small staff, under the direct control of 
the architect. Plant required by more than 
one trade could be hired direct and sub- 
let to the specialist trades requiring it. 


Such a system has, of course, been used 
in this country in the past and its reintro- 
duction would probably oust the “‘ financial 
organisations ’’ whose tenders are based 
upon the hope of a profit out of poor work, 
variations and barratrous claims. 


The system suggested has the further 
advantage of showing a lower overall 
contract price by’ enabling the building 
owner to accept tenders from the lowest 
in each trade, rather. than from the general 
contractor whose price happens to be the 
lowest in aggregate of all trades. The 
saving of general contractors’ profit on 
specialists, both nominated and employed 
by the general contractor, should go a long 
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way towards meeting the cost of the clerk 
of works and his staff.

EXHIBITIONS AT THE R.1.B.A.

IR,—The statement contained in your 
leading article of September 21 is 
not quite in accordance with the facts. 
It is not correct that the Royal Institute 
as a matter of policy have decided not to 
show competition drawings at Portland- 
place. It is true that we have had to refuse 
to show complete sets of competition 
designs at the R.I.B.A. for the purpose of 
judging and public exhibition afterwards 
because literally we have no room here. 
On the other hand, it is the policy of the 
Institute to show the premiated designs 
subsequent to the public statutory exhibi- 
tion if the competition is .of sufficient 
importance, and always provided of course 
that room is available. The question of 
whether or not a competition is of suffi- 
cient importance to justify us in devoting 
room to the exhibition of the premiated 
designs is settled by the honorary officers 
of the Competitions Committee on the 
one hand and the honorary officers of the 
Public Relations Committee on the other. 
Quite recently we showed here the pre- 
miated designs in the competition for the 
Medical Buildings Extension, Edinburgh 
University. ; 


We should have been only too glad to 
show the Coventry Cathedral premiated 
designs had there been room, but the 
designs were only available during the 
middle of our exhibition of ‘‘ One Hundred 
Years of British Architecture,” and it 
was therefore out of the question.

APPRENTICESHIP IN THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—In reply to the letter in your last 
issue from the Public Relations and 
Press Officer of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, may I say 
that I was aware of the efforts which have 
been made by his and other organisations 
to recruit apprentices for the building 
industry? Yet, despite all these efforts, 
the significant fact remains that at May, 
1950, there were 22,000 fewer apprentices 
than needed, a deficiency of 20 per cent. 


The B.A.T.C. Report stated that in 
maany areas boys cannot find satisfactory 
apprenticeships, so presumably, despite 
the efforts of the National Federation and 
others, some employers are not supporting 
the National Apprenticeship Scheme. 
Perhaps they need to be more sharply 
reminded of their responsibilities in this 
matter. 


My only purpose. in writing was to 
suggest a Press campaign as a Means of 
publicising the advantages of apprentice- 
ship so that, if the boys were willing and 
available, there should at least be no 
shortage of applicants. If this suggestion 
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were adopted and produced the full quota 
of applicants, we should at least know 
where the responsibility lay if there were 
still a shortage of apprentices.

BUILDING INDUSTRY “ UNWILLING TO LEARN” 


General Picture “ One of Relative Stagnation ” 


"THE place of science in the building 
industry and the use made of its 
results were discussed by~ Sir BEN 
LocksPEISER, Secretary of the D.S.I.R., 
when he spoke at the closing session 
of the Building Research Congress 
at the Royal Festival Hall on September 20. 
Sir Ben said :— 


The occasion of a Congress such as 
this underlines the social and economic 
importance of building in all its aspects. 
The way people are housed and the con- 
ditions under which they work in factories 
and offices have a far deeper social signifi- 
cance than is generally realised. The 
conditions over the world are very uneven, 
and although considerable progress has 
been made in thé past 25 years in the more 
industrially developed countries, far too 
many houses, nevertheless, are ugly, 
drab and comfortless, and far too many 
factories and offices lack the design, 
brightness, colour and general working 
conditions that are conducive to good 
work. In other parts of the world, the 
social problem arising from bad housing 
has reached proportions that are threaten- 
ing not only their own political and 
economic well-being, but ours also. The 
mission of experts sent out by the United 
Nations organisation last year, in con- 
nection with the Colombo Plan said, of 
the area they were dealing with, that 
more than one million families live in 
overcrowded, insanitary, sub-standard 
quarters. The social consequences of 
living conditions such as these, if allowed 
to persist, are only too easy to foretell, 
and the scale of the problem is‘a measure 
of the challenge to all who are concerned 
with building. 


A MAYOR INDUSTRY 


Economically, too; building is a matter 
of major importance in every country. 
The building and civil engineering indus- 
try in Britain employs very nearly 14 
million people and a further 400,000 are 
employed in the building materials and 
components industry—together - about 
8-9 per cent. of the total working popula- 
tion of Great Britain. ‘This is more than 
in agriculture and roughly equal, in the 
manufacturing industries, to the industrial 
group comprising engineering;  ship- 
building and electrical goods. In terms 
of investment capital buildings and con- 
structional work generally account for 
roughly 60 per cent. of the total national 
gross fixed investments in this country. 
Elsewhere the corresponding figures for 
1949 range from 40 per cent. in Belgium 
to 50 per cent. in the U.S.A. and 60 per 
cent. in Sweden. We are dealing with 
large slices of the national resources and 
heavy social responsibilities, and it is 
against this economic and social back- 
ground that I would like to review, in a 
broad way, the contribution of research 
to building. 

_ This is not an easy thing to do. The 
subject matter is very wide as the scope of 
the papers that have been discussed at this 
Congress makes abundantly clear. You

have considered many types of buildings 
—houses, factories, blocks of offices and 
flats, hospitals and schools, and although 
certain general considerations of science 
and engineering run through them all, 
they each present their individual prob- 
lems, and the sciences that now serve 
building are very diverse in character. 
This is a very recent growth. The craft 
of building stretches back to very early 
days in the history of civilised man, and 
for many centuries existed and progressed 
by handing down from generation to 
generation improvements in craftsman- 
ship that must have been early won. 
Mechanical aids, primitive no doubt, but 
vital none the less, established themselves 
step by step, doubtless against strong 
opposition from those who had always 
done without them. Resistance to any- 
thing new is not a new thing. Building, 
like other traditional industries, fought 
its way through, and man exists to-day 
in civilised communities because of the 
patience, tenacity and persistence of its 
early craftsmen. It owed nothing to 
science, as we understand the: term, for 
there was none to turn to, and it is only 
yesterday, as it were, that science began 
to take a hand. 


Taking a hand soon meant that we had 
our hands full. We had first to catch up 
and apply the power of the scientific 
method to the study of materials and 
methods of construction. The physicist 
the chemist and the engineer found a 
wide scope and progress only widened 
the scientific horizon. The economist 
joined hands with the technologist and the 
mathematician learned how to subject the 
manifold problems of building operations 
to statistical analysis. Questions of com- 
fort, lighting and ventilation in our homes 
and factories aroused the sociologist and 
the specialist in industrial health. The 
study of soil mechanics made us look to 
our foundations and the scientist took 
care to see that we do not unduly pollute 
our rivers with sewage and wastes from 
our houses and factories. We have not 
only caught up, we are many lengths 
ahead. 




















































THIRTY YEARS OF RESEARCH 


During this exciting period, which has 
not lasted substantially for more than 
30 years, we have learnt much from the 
industry and they have learnt a good deal 
from us. Improvements in the common 
materials of building and in components, 
and a further understanding of their 
proper use have influenced design, con- 
struction and maintenance. Much has 
been added to.the store of knowledge at 
the disposal of industry to provide design 
data on structures and foundations, and 
erection processes for constructors. The 
increased understanding of what consti- 
tutes a good environment within a 
building, be it the house, school or 
factory, has contributed much to increas- 
ing the efficiency of buildings for work, 
home life and pleasure. At the end of 
the last war an excellent series of publica- 
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tions (the Post-War Building Studies) 
were produced which summarised 
scientific knowledge and experience, and 
provided a basis for much of the post-war 
development. The British Standards 
publications offered the possibilities of 
simplification and mass-production of a 
large number of building components and 
a new departure of great possibilities, 
begun during the war, was made by 
laying down Codes of Practice. The 
object of these codes, intended to cover 
the whole industry, is to set down a 
uniform and generally recognised standard 
of design and workmanship, not unduly 
high and sufficiently broad to give 
necessary freedom to the designer. 


These benefits are real enough, but 
there is an uneasy feeling that building, 
which for so long had nothing to learn 
from science and engineering, is now, to 
one degree or another, unwilling or 
unable to learn. Standards of efficiency 
in the building industry, as in many 
others, are of course very uneven. A 
relatively few very large firms know well 
enough the kind of world they are living 
in, apply modern industrial techniques 
and are ready and able enough to take 
advantage of the knowledge which comes 
from research. But the general picture is 
one of relative stagnation. Whilst other 
industries, including the traditional ones, 
have gone ahead, perhaps not as fast as 
some would have liked, the building 
industry has allowed itself to become 
marooned. As Mr. Fitzmaurice said in 
his opening general review : ‘‘ The general 
pattern of the industry has not changed 
in its essentials for a very long time. The 
Industrial Revolution, which transformed 
so Many other industries, passed by the 
building industry and left it virtually 
unchanged. ‘This state of affairs is not 
peculiar to the United Kingdom.” I 
might add that the stimulating paper 
presented by Mr. Christenson, of .the 
Federal Housing Administration, U.S.A., 
indicates the beginnings of a very welcome 
change of outlook and practice. It is not 
to our. credit that we are now getting 
accustomed to looking to the U.S.A. to 
make the significant technological ad- 
vances. 


PRODUCTIVITY AND COSTS 


The facts about productivity and costs 
in the building industry in this country 


are not in dispute. The Girdwood 
Committee estimated in 1950 that to build 
a given type of house, the man-hours 
needed in 1949 were 26 per cent. above 
the level of 1938-39. Though this was an 
improvement on 1947, it still represented 
a 20 per cent. drop in productivity com- 
pared with pre-war. For industry as a 
whole it is estimated that labour pro- 
ductivity has risen by 8 per cent. since 
1938. The trend of comparative costs is 
equally disturbing. The cost of a house 
nowadays, expressed as a fraction of the 
national income, is nearly a fifth more 
than it was in 1938. No doubt the general 
run of house now being built is rather 
larger and better equipped than the pre- 
war house, but the general verdict of the 
relative backwardness of the industry 
remains. 
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There is a close relationship between 
productivity and the use of machinery. 
The average American productive worker 
in the manufacturing industries uses 
rather more than three and a half times 
more electrical power than his British 
counterpart. This is not the only reason for 
higher American productivity, but it must 
surely be a very big one. Advances in 
technology as often as not go hand in hand 
with increased horse-power. It is the 
machine which has turned scarcity into 
abundance and we may very well ask what 
use the building industry makes of 
machinery. Very little. The worker in the 
building- and civil engineering industry 
had in 1935 on an average no more than 
half a horse-power at his elbow as com- 
pared with a national figure of 24 horse- 
power for all manufacturing industries. 
Such evidence as exists today suggests that 
the ratio has since moved to the further 
disadvantage of the building industry. As 
the Architects’ Fournal put it recently, 
“our unskilled labourers are our 
machines.”” In building a pair of small 
semi-detached houses in this country 
much of the material is moved more than 
once, and we actually move some 1,200 
tons of material mainly by hand. ‘There is 
nothing so dear as cheap unskilled labour 
as every modern factory engineer knows. 
The average charge for machinery on a 
£1,300 house is under £30 against the 
labour cost of just over £400. 


A COMPLEX INDUSTRY 


Many reasons are advanced for this 
primitive state of affairs. The standard of 
technological education in the industry is 
low, and Mr. Fitzmaurice rightly draws 
attention to the marked contrast in this 
respect between the building and the 
public works side of the industry. The 
industry is very complex, comprising a 
large variety of professional skills and 
trades, but this description fits most large 
industries. The difference between them 
consists not in the degree of their com- 
plexity but mainly in the organisational 
measures they bring to bear on their 
complexities. The building industry is 
traditional in outlook, and, we are told, 
no doubt with truth, that one must 
therefore expect that in general it is not 
eager to try anything new. But all these 
reasons are to my mind. symptoms, not 
causes. ‘The real cause reaches down to 
the structure of the industry and a failure 
to realise that this structure, which is not 
peculiar in character to this country, 
carries with it certain implications if the 
building industry is to march with the 
scientific times. 


This is an industry of predominantly 
small firms. In 1950 the total number of 
active registered firms was 128,564, of 
whom over a third were one-man firms. 
There were in fact more registered firms 
than bricklayers. About 87 per cent. of the 
firms with operatives employed less than 20 
men each, while 4 per cent. employed 
more than 1,000 men-each. About one- 
third of all operatives were accounted for 
by firms employing less than 20 operatives; 
two-thirds by firms employing less than 
100; and at the other end of the scale 
about 12 per cent. worked in firms of 1,000 
or more. ; 


CALL TO REORGANISE 


Many of this multitude of small firms 
are by modern standards very. inefficient. 
There is no inherent reason why this 
should be so, for size is not necessarily a 
criterion of efficiency. It depends on 
what the firm sets itself out to do and how 
it goes about it. If it tries to do on a 
small scale the same job as a large firm, 
it is almost certain to be wasteful in its 
use of labour. A firm building, say, 
twenty houses a year cannot command the 
capital to spend on many machines for 
such operations as digging foundations, 
transporting concrete and bricks, etc. 
And if it could, the machinery would be 
lying idle most of the time. The small 
firms could be efficient to the great benefit 
of the whole industry and the country 
if they were organised to undertake 
specialist activities as sub-contractors 
grouped regionally round the larger main 
contractors. The use of machinery on 
the site could then become economic. 
Even small sites could be serviced with 
machinery for digging foundations, for 
example, in much the same way as farmers 
call on tractors, reapers and combine 
harvesters which they cannot afford to 
own themselves. It is, I know, dangerous 
to draw analogies between different indus- 
tries, but agriculture is also a very large 
industry with a somewhat similar tradi- 
tional background and _ structure to 
building. It is equally subject to the 
vagaries of climate and to differences in 
local conditions, but it has managed, 
largely because of the collective use of 
machinery organised regionally, to in- 
crease the available horse-power for agri- 
cultural purposes in this country by nearly 
three times durirzs-the period 1939-1948. 
With increased power went increased 
output, which in 1949-1950 was 39 per 
cent. higher, with a 20 per cent. increase 
in labour strength, than in 1936-1939, 
and in 1950-1951 it is expected to be 
somewhat higher still, despite a decreasing 
labour force during the past three 
years. i 


The creation of conditions which enable 
more horse-power to be put behind the 
operative is not only desirable within the 
present pattern _of building operations, 
but perhaps more important still, opens 
up the possibility of taking advantage of 
shop-fabricated components either in the 
factory or on the development site, which, 
as Mr. Christenson has told us, is the 
trend of events in building in the U.S.A. 
A technological advance of this nature 
lends itself to efficient job organisation 
on the site to regulate the flow of processes 
as every up-to-date engineering manu- 
facturing industry does. Further, it 
should become possible to combine the 
functions of design and production .and 
generally come much nearer to the 
approach and outlook of a modern in- 
dustry. 


WHERE IS SCIENCE NEEDED ? 


Some of you may wonder why I, as a 
scientist, should devote so»much of my 
time in this closing address of a Research 
Congress to industrial matters. I will 
tell you why. Building research is in the 
main applied research and, unlike funda- 
mental research, is undertaken solely for 
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the economic and social benefits that can 
be got out of it. We spend about half 
a million pounds a year on the Building 
Research Station ‘in this country for the 
benefit of the community and industry, 
the value of whose annual output is of 
the order of £1,300 million, and, as I 
indicated earlier, thére is no doubt that 
even in present circumstances this expen- 
diture on building research brings a good 
return. But I do not doubt that the 
return might be many times more, and it 
is the business of the scientist to study 
the way science is used, or not used, to 
analyse industrial processes step by step, 
to distinguish between the wasteful and 
the efficient, and generally té relate human 
endeavour to economic and social advan- 
tages. Studies of this kind are known 
nowadays as operational research, which, 
aided by the powerful methods of statis- 
tical mathematics, has, in many industries, 
including building, shown the way to 
better organisation, better management 
and a better use of existing resources. 
It is no substitute for laboratory research, 
but is complementary to it, for it shows 
where science is most needed and the 
conditions under which it could be 
applied. And because the pursuit of 
operational research takes the scientist 
on to the site, on to the floor of the work- 
shop, into homes and factories, and into 
that holy of holies the cost accountant’s 
office, he acquires a sense of reality and 
experience which is not only valuable in 
itself, but adds to the power of his col- 
leagues in the laboratory. 


SHORTAGE OF MATERIALS 


Good management nowadays is bound 
to keep a sharp eye on what materials it 
uses and how it uses them. In building 
a house, for example, 58 per cent. of the 
cost is accounted for by materials and 
components. People the world over have 
been very prodigal in the use of materials 
of all kinds and, in the face of rising 
demands, we have run into shortages in 
every country. In some cases, like lead, 
natural deposits which can be worked 
economically by present methods of 
extraction are coming to an end. We 
may get some relief by learning how to 
make it worth while to treat lower grade 
ores, but whether we do or not, we may 
have to give up using lead except in cases 
where nothing else will do. Lead piping 
is still used for conveying cold water and 
waste liquids in every kind of building. 
Plastic materials have been developed 
which can be shaped and threaded, and 
will keep their shape even when used 
with hot water. They‘can deal with 
corrosive liquids and carry food products 
without imparting a taint or colour. We 
must be prepared for replacements of this 
kind to conserve our dwindling supplies 
of scarce materials. 


BE DESIGNERS CALL THE TUNE 


I believe also that a great deal in the 
application of. building research now 
depends on the architect. He is the 
designer in the industry and it is the 
designer in the engineering world who 
calls the tune. Some eyebrows will no 
doubt be raised in certain quarters at my 
impertinence in drawing a comparison 
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between the architect and the engineering 
designer, but although the emphasis 
on the various aspects of their work may 
be different, basically their functions are 
the same. All design is a compromise. 
Whatever the project, be it ship, motor-car, 
aeroplane or school, there are a host of 
competing requirements and a dozen 
different ways of striking a balance 
between them. Some are bad and some 
are good. ‘The bad are usually based on 
plain ignorance and the good come from 
people who, not being specialists in all 
the branches of work which together 
contribute to design, nevertheless have a 
sufficient understanding and knowledge 
of them all to enable a sound judgrnent 
to be formed. ‘The engineering designer 
not only knows about the materials open 
to him to use but he knows also the 
possibilities of new but untried materials. 
He knows the proved types; of construc- 
tion, but as he is always on the look out 
for ways of saving material, he likes to 
satisfy himself that his factors of safety 
are not unduly high and that in matters 
of strength his structure is a consistent 
whole. But he knows that if he is to 
come near this ideal he must take advan- 
tage of advances in the theory and prac- 
tice of structural science. He is also 
continually aware of the fact that whatever 
he designs has to be made, and his 
design must conform, if he is to hold his 
own, with sound and economical produc- 
tion techniques. 

I have spoken of good and bad design, 
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but I want now to say a word about the 
best. I might have given the impression 
in the course of this address that science 
and its machines are the only things that 
matter, or that they matter most. They 
do matter because we are living -in a 
century which, whether we like it or not, 
has been conditioned by science. Our 
standard of living comes from science 
and will be maintained by science. That 
is particularly true of this country, which 
must win and keep its place in the world’s 
markets to import the food we live on 
and the raw materials we work on. It is 
a scientific game, but whilst we play the 
game we must not lose the joy of living. 
We must not allow ourselves to become 
surrounded by ugliness or lose our zest 
by the daily sight of a drab stereotyped 
monotony which the machine is only too 
ready to give us. Machines can give us 
many things cheaply but we cannot: get 
civilisation on the cheap. We have to 
keep a ‘close watch on the machine and 
only the artist can do it. That is why in 
addition to the qualities I have attached 
to the architect his distinctive contribution 
is that of the artist. We may deplore 
the architect who frowns on science, but 
it is the clever architect devoid of artistic 
sense who frightens me. The best in 
design comes as much from vision and 
imagination as from calculated thought, 
and if we keep this balance true, what is 
called the age of the common man need 
not become the age of the common- 
place. 





NEW METHODS OF 
HOUSE CONSTRUCTION 
The European Approach 


' PAPER on “The European Approach 
to New Methods of House Construc- 


‘tion’ was presented by Mr. J. P. Mazure 


(Professor, Technical University of Delft, 


Netherlands) to the Congress. 


Summing up the position, Mr. MAZURE 
said that the housing shortage and the diffi- 
culties in traditional house construction had 
led, in several West European countries, to 
experiments with non-traditional methods of 
construction. These experiments, generally, 
were successful from the technical point of 
view, and in several cases the economical 
and architectural results were satisfactory 
or promising. The traditional methods of 
house construction, though less influenced 
by modern ideas than other industries, had 
certain characteristics which made it 
extremely difficult for new methods of con- 
struction to surpass or even to equal them. 
taking account of technical, economical and 
architectural qualities. For this reason it 
might be regarded as practically certain that 
until unexpected developments occurred, the 
bulk of house building would remain tradi- 
tional. Certainly, new methods of 
house construction, in which houses were 
built with qualities comparable with tradi- 


_ tional ‘housing and with-competitive prices, 


should be protected against discrimination 
based on traditionalism and other interests. 
Even if the balance of the directly con- 
sidered features (quality and price) of non- 
traditional building should 
favourable than for -traditional houses, it 
would be good policy to exercise a certain 
discrimination, and to reserve, even at the 
expense of some small financial sacrifices, 


remain less. 


a small part of the housing programme for 
those systems of house construction that 
show a reasonably good efficiency and the 
existence of which has indirect advantages. 
As indirect advantages that justified a 
certain amount of discrimination and even 
small financial facilities in favour of certain 
systems might be counted: (a) a chance that 
the present relation between the cost of the 
traditional and the non-traditional house 
may be reversed, either through the develop- 
ment of the non-traditional methods or 
through changes in the prices of the basic 
materials; (b) less loss of working hours 
through bad weather conditions, especially 
frost; (c) less use of skilled labour that tends 
to become a bottleneck for house produc- 
tion (bricklayers and plasterers); and (d) the 
necessary presence of scientific management, 
which may stimulate traditional building. 


From a discussion of the different types 
of non-traditional building, it appeared that 
in* situ concrete and the use of blocks 
instead of bricks had few indirect advan- 
tages, but some systems of this type were 
most likely to hold their own in a fair com- 
petition with traditional building. The 
indirect advantages were most prominent 
when prefabricated components were used 
which were assembled -on the site. The 
efficiency of these methods would depend 
chiefly on the cheap production of the com- 
ponents and in the second place on efficient 
site assembling. 

It was probable that either small man- 
handled components or large elements of 
wall (or floor) size would be more efficient 
than medium-sized elements. Systems using 
small man- handled elements would more 
easily expand or contract their programmes. 
but the systems with large elements were 
most conducive to a modern industrial 
approach to building problems.

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THE LIBERAL PARTY 


Interim Housing Report 


HAT the repair of existing dwellings has 

become even more urgent than the 
building of new ones because of the in- 
creasing number which are descending into 
or towards the slum class, is the first of a 
number of recommendations contained in 
the interim report of the Liberal Party 
Housing Committee, recently . introduced. 
Arising from this, the committee recom- 
mend that the Rent Restriction Acts should 
oe reviewed to allow an increase of 25 per 
cent. on the controlled rent, with safeguards 
to see that the owners keep up the necessary 
standards of maintenance and repair, and 
further recommend that Regional Housing 
Associations should be formed with finance 
provided by the State to acquire derelict 
houses for the purpose of repair, modern- 
isation and rebuilding. 

On the provision of new dwellings, the 
committee advocate that 70 per cent. of new 
houses to be built in 1952, 1953, and 1954 
be reduced to 700 ft. super of floor area 
with rooms to sizes laid down by the 
Housing Manuals, and also that two-storey 
and three-storey blocks of flats and Duplex 
houses should be built in greater numbers 
to provide accommodation for elderly and 
childless couples. 

In order to allow builders, councils and 
manufacturers the fullest opportunity to plan 
and arrange ahead the committee consider 
that the Government should announce their 
housing programme for three years in ad- 
vance. 

Local authorities, it is thought, should be 
allowed (within the limits of their alloca- 
tion) to use their own discretion in main- 
taining a suitable balance between building 
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for tenant occupation and building privately 
for owner-occupation, and should be 
encouraged te adopt a greater measure of 
standardisation as it is considered that con- 
siderable savings in cost and increased 
production could be obtained if standard 
types of houses with standard fittings were 
accepted in prescribed regions. 

The report’ also confirms the recommenda- 
tions of past Liberal committees that all 
houses built by local authorities should be 
available for purchase by their tenants, 
subject to appropriate safeguards against 
abuse. 


TECHNOLOGICAL 
EDUCATION 


Statement of Government Policy 


HE numbers of full-time students in 

technology. have increased from 5,288 
in 1938-39 to 10,933 in 1949-50, states a 
White Paper on higher technological educa- 
tion recently presented to Parliament. The 
numbers of post-graduate students have at 
the same time increased from 662 to 1,539. 

The tndergraduate course in this coun- 
try, continues the White Paper, normally 
lasts thtee years, but in the United States 
and on the Continent instruction for the 
more advanced students usually extends over 
five or more years. As a first step towards 
providing longer courses here the University 
Grants Commitiee are encouraging a few 
universities to institute post-graduate courses, 
usually of one year’s duration, in particular 
fields of technology. 

The committee have considered estab- 
lishing a technological university (to cater 
for at least 2,000 or 3,000 students), either 
by setting up an entirely new foundation or 
by a large expansion of some existing in-

stitution. To establish an entirely new 
centre of this kind would involve a capital 
outlay probably exceeding £6 million; its 
planning and building would take at least 
five or six years, and, while diverting large 
resources which are urgently needed else- 
where, would give no return in the form of 
new graduates during the next ten years at 
least. To proceed by the expansion of an 
existing institution would also involve heavy 
capital cost and building commitments, and 
here again no rapid return could be ex- 
pected. 

Higher technological education is at pre- 
sent also provided in some 60 technical col- 
leges in England and Wales and six in Scot- 
land, and so far as concerned:England and 
Wales has recently been surveyed in the 
Report of the National Advisory Council 
on. Education for Industry and Commerce. 
The Report recommended that increased 
financial assistance should be given to the 
colleges engaged in advanced technology, 
that new courses should be developed in 
technical colleges in close association with 
industry, and that a Royal College of Tech- 
nologists should be established. 

The Government accept in general the 
recommendation of the National Advisory 
Council on Education for Industry and Com- 
merce, and will announce very shortly de- 
tails of their proposals for making improved 
financial assistance available for selected 
colleges and courses. They propose to 
arrange for the establishment of a College 
of Technologists with responsibility for the 
granting of awards of associateship, etc., 
designed in the main to encourage technical 
college students to take appropriate courses 
in higher technology but-without, at the 
first stage at any rate, any responsibilities 
other than the granting of awards and the 
approval of courses for the purpose.

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PRODUCTIVITY IN THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 


Sir Thomas Bennett at the Annual Conference of the Institute of Housing 


““The Economics of Housing” is the 
theme chosen for the twentieth annual 
conference of the Institute of Housing, 
which was opened at Scarborough on 
Thursday, September 20, by Mr. G. S. 
Lindgren, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Local Government and Planning. 
Three papers were presented on the subject, the 
second of which, by Sir Thomas Bennett, 
C.B.E., F.Ril.B:A., F.R.S.A., Hon. 
F.I.0.B., Hon. F.I.B.D., chairman of the 
Crawley and Stevenage Development Cor- 
porations, is reproduced below. The first 
paper, by Mr. Hampton on ‘‘ Housing Main- 
tenance Economics,’’ was reproduced last 
week. 


Sir Thomas Bennett said :— 


oe goad people must have wondered 
why productivity has © suddenly 
sprung into such great prominence as a 
part of the study, of modern building. 
Apart, however, from wide economic 
reasons, there are others peculiar to the 
industry. One reason of importance lies in 
the fact that buildings to-day are being 
erected for a very large part of the popu- 
lation instead of a small selected part. 
At various periods in the past the Greeks 
built mainly temples, the Romans a 
certain number of baths and the Coliseum ; 
in the Middle Ages the concentration of 
the building industry was upon the 
erection of cathedrals and churches, and 
in the last century we turned to town halls 
and public buildings. 


In all these cases the industry was 
concentrating upon the erection of a 
small number of very fine buildings, 
replete with craftsmanship of the highest 
order. In such circumstances the aim 
was for quality rather than output. 


SKILL AND STANDARDS 


Elementary Work and High Productivity. 
—To take the next step in the study of the 
basic principles which we are endeavour- 
ing to dissect, it is interesting to find that 
in primitive peoples very primitive 
methods are used which, although they 
involve long and continuous manual 
effort, have relatively small result. For 
example, in excavating a dock in India 
hundreds of women carry small bowls of 
earth on the top of their heads; and in 
such circumstances the standard of living 
of the population is low. In America 
vast machines remove enormous quantities 
of earth at each movement and the 
standard of living of the people who 
operate them is high. A civil engineer 
has told me that the cost of building a 
dock on each method is surprisingly 
alike, and therefore we reach the point 
at which it is clear that the proper exer- 
cise of the skill and intelligence of human 
beings is able to raise their standard of 
living. 

Applying these principles to England, 
it is obvious that the only means we have 
within our control of maintaining our 
very high standard of living is by having 
a very high productivity figure. 

Psychological Reaction—The first and 


most important factor in all productivity 
programmes is the psychological reaction 
of the people who are operating them. In 
other words, every individual from the 
top to the bottom must be determined to 
give the utmost of his own ability and 
energy, and to apply his mind to the 
solution of the problems in the most 
logical manner, making quite sure that 
for a given amount of human energy the 
maximum result is achieved. The Pro- 
ductivity Team that recently visited 
America remarked on this outstanding 
feature of American production. Every 
man, from top to bettom, is extremely 
anxious to make the maximum effort and, 
indeed, revels in it. 


WASTED ENERGY 


England at the moment is _ passing 
through a period in which it is wasting far 
more energy in finding fault with other 
people, or criticising the action of the 
Government, or in some form or other 
defending itself from supposed attacks, 
than it is in devoting its energies to actual 
production. We must get back to the 
time when we have confidence in our- 
selves, pleasure and enjoyment in the work 
we are doing, and determination to see it 
through to a magnificent conclusion. 


Basic Requirements.—Productivity in 
building starts with a very clear idea of 
precisely what. we propose to build—an 
accurate study of the requirements of the 
persons who will use the building, so that 
all that is built is essential. 


I believe in this audience almost every- 
body is connected vith the management 
of housing in some form or other, and 
housing managers are so close to the users 
of buildings that if they exercise their skill 
and judgment they should be able to 
decide what are essentials and what are 
merely useful additions. As many people 
know, I have designed a large number of 
flats of all kinds, and my experience is that 
unless one has really acquired an insight 
into the methods of living of the people 
who are to be housed, essential require- 
ments will be missed or money will .be 
frittered away on semi-luxury. At times 
when the cost of building is high, such 
frills cannot be afforded. 


Housing managers must therefore use 
their observation from day to day to dis- 
cover what the majority of people want, 
to observe the extent to which rooms are 
used, and precisely what is done with 
them, what is the minimum size which 
enables these operations to be carried out 
with reasonable comfort, what proportions 
of kitchen equipment are always and what 
only occasionally used, what items of 
equipment or space would add materially 
to the comfort of the great majority. This 
information should be put down in terms 
of finance—that is, weighing reasonably 
the cost of providing what the tenant 
appears to want with its essentiality 
and the cost of giving it to him. The 
result of a really accurate judgment of all 
these factors is the basic requirement of 


productivity. In other werds, bringing 
them into existence is a matter of human 
labour, and we cannot afford to expend 
our labour on something which is not 
essential to our fellow men and ourselves. 


USE OF QUESTIONNAIRES 


The questionnaire does not by any 
means fulfil all these requirements. It is 
almost impossible to put questions which 
are answered with a balanced judgment. 
If a questionnaire asks “‘ Is your bathroom 
large enough?” the answer is probably 
‘“No.” If the questionnaire says “‘ Could 
you use more cupboards?” the answer 
is probably “‘ Yes.” Although, therefore, 
a certain amount of information can un- 
doubtedly be obtained from question- 
naires, when it is obtained it must be 
weighed-up with a very large amount of 
judgment ; and it is better for that judg- 
ment to.be exercised by people in constant 
touch with the inhabitants of the houses 
than it is to produce it as the result of a 
questionnaire. 


Information to be given. to architects— 
The key to productivity in the building 
industry is the architectural profession. 
It the architects do not produce complete 
and accurate drawings upon which all 
the information is shown in an unalterable 
manner, fully dimensioned and correlated, 
then the builder cannot possibly get to 
work to produce .an efficient building. 


In order that the architect may produce 
drawings which precisely represent the 
requirements of the people who live in 
houses, the information collected by the 
housing managers and property managers 
in charge of estates must reach the 
architects in a form which is usable. If 
the architect is sensible he will appreciate 
the work that lies behind this collection 
ot information and use it. He then 
needs to put this information in the form 
of a variety of houses. 


PLAN VARIATIONS 


One of the reasons for which people will 
pay a high rent is to secure precisely what 
they want, and the Ministry of Health 
Manual house can be so arranged that 
without getting a very small number of 
units, each of a, different kind, which 
would add to the cost of the housing, it 
can get a reasonable number of units 
which vary’ so that one person can have a 
single, large living-room, another the 
same space divided into two, another a 
larger landing than usual, yet another a 
bit more space in the bathroom, and so 
on, and when these houses are offered 
to the public they feel satisfied that they 
have a personal house. 


Precise Information—It is _ rather 
remarkable that the essential nature of 
precise information is only now being fully 
realised, and the word precise applies, of 
course, to the builder’s point of view. 
It means that every requirement has been 
thought out, the specification accurately 
describing what is required, the drawings 
showing the form in which the building 
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js to be put up, the sub-contracts let, so 
that the complicated machinery of the 
building industry can begin to work from 
the start. 

It is also true, of course, that the 
increased speed of building has rendered 
early precise information much more 
important, and has “allowed much smaller 
margins for the possibility of alterations 
as the. work goes along. ‘Therefore the 
architectural profession is at the outset 
faced with the necessity for producing 
drawings upon which everything is shown, 
every detail indicated, the land surveyed, 
the levels taken out, the requirements of 
jocal authorities obtained ; and so contri- 
buting further to productivity. 


Full Instructions.—Arising out of the 
question of full information is that of full 
instructions. In certain cases the order 
of the work has to be decided at an early 
stage, and all people have to agree. Land 
has to be vacated, and sufficient time given 
to the builder’ to get together labour, 
materials and the foreman. 


OFFICIAL DELAYS 


Official Work.—There can be little 
doubt that it is much more difficult to 
obtain these precise details and instruc- 
tions in/official work than it is in private 
work. The majority of organisations of an 
official character are today managed by 
committees or councils of various kinds, 
and in certain cases the committee can 
only take decisions up to one level, 
needing confirmation by the council at 
other levels. It is often extremely difficult 
to get all the officials and members of these 
committees and councils to agree at one 
and the same time. There are frequently 
concessions to minority votes. . 

In such cases, where universal approval 
is very difficult to secure, it is not unusual 
to find that individual members of com- 
mittees have very strong views on certain 
points ; they want to see these incor- 
porated in their houses, and they are not 
always above the desire to see the Press 
refer to the fact that they have pressed a 
particular. point. 

It is frequently difficult in public work 
to get members of committees, who of 
necessity live partly in the public eye, to 
realise that it is just as impossible to 
expend large sums of public money as it is 
to spend large sums of private money 
without a corresponding return. 
Ultimately all such money is the symbol 
of our own individual labours applied 
collectively to the project in hand, and 
therefore in considering houses it is quite 
essential that side by side with the drawing 
there should be an estimate of cost, the 
necessary allowances for fees and loss of 
interest, and a calculation of the resulting 
economic rent on the agreed basis of 
borrowing. ; 

Afterthoughts—Once the houses are 
started and in course of erection it is very 
easy for laymen and technicians to walk 
round and consider that something or 
other could be very much better if it 
should be altered. : 

_ The last thing I would suggest is that 
once a house is designed it can never te 
altered, but few people realise the 
enormous disorganisation of odd adjust- 
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ments which someone with no information 
about the working of the industry thinks 
can be done without detriment to the 
contract. 


PILOT HOUSES 


Materials, in a well-run contract, are 
ordered a long time in advance of their 
appearance on the site; if they are 
properly ordered the ordering is precise 
and all sorts of details have had a large 
amount of thought put into them. Very 
often when they are altered at short 
notice various adjacent matters are not 
adjusted, and the result is far trom 
satistactory. In some cases pilot houses 
could be put up and approved by the 
committee, and thereafter the whole 
contract released. Much the best way, 
with afterthoughts, is to incorporate them 
in the next scheme. It is a mistake to 
attempt to alter the buildings in the 
running contract. 


Regulations and Controls. — The 
machinery for these should be concise and 
so framed that it can be easily understood. 
Officials, in the operation of controls, 
need a combination of technical skill and 
good judgment, exercised only with a high 
degree of experience. 


Technical controls should be exercised 
by technical men, preferably under one 
Ministry or authority. There is a great 
temptation for one official or department to 
disagree with the solutions put forward by 
another, as a result of which many unneces- 
sary drawings are made by the architect, 
and much delay is caused in investigating 
alternatives which have little or no effect 
upon the final result. 


I will say, therefore, to all of those 
whose duty it is to see that town planning 
in its widest sense is brought into existence 
as rapidly and economically as possible, 
that the greatest care is needed, not only 
in decisions made, but in the maintenance 
of main principles, so that quibbles 
about the precise method of interpretation 
may not obstruct progress. 


QUANTITIES FOR HOUSING 


Quantities —The Productivity Team 
which visited America found that American 
industry had largely dispensed with 
quantities in the accepted English sense, 
contractors taking out their. own as a 
preliminary to tendering. 


I find it difficult to believe that the 
American principle is as good as the 
British. In practice it must be unneces- 
sary to take out six sets of quantities where 
one will do, and the possibility of error in 
securing a contract must exist to a much 
greater degree than in England. 


English practice is undoubtedly sound 
but, where simple work is concerned, it 
appears to me that the quantity surveying 
profession has tended to be too elaborate ; 
sub-dividing labour to much too great an 
extent and, in housing particularly, a 
simpler method of taking out quantities 
would be more practical, economical and 
efficacious. 


Building Contracts—In general, work 
is still carried out most efficiently and 
economically by a form of lump sum 
contract, which places responsibility for 
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efficiency in running on the shoulders of 
the contractor, and in general the best 
results are secured by competitive tender- 
ing. 

I think public tendering, i.e., the receipt 
of a tender from any builder who wishes 
to submit one, results in general in a low 
standard of building, and in many cases 
means that the most inefficient firm secures 
the contract. 


There are, of course, many builders 
with no reputation to maintain, who feel 
that any loss can be made good by claims 
for extras. If a selected list of builders 
is used, then all those builders must 
consider long-term good will as well as 
short-term need to secure a contract, with 
overall results likely to be better and more 
economical. F 


It is often a satisfactory way to test the 
market by advertising a contract, asking 
for names of those wishing to tender, and 
selecting a short list from the names 
received. 


The reputable firms who consistently 
carry out good work could consistently 
be invited to tender, and good work over 
a period generally means continual em- 
ployment of good staff. This is difficult, 
if not impossible, if the volume of work 
depends too much on successful public 
tendering and only a small number of 
contracts are secured, possibly at a price 
below that needed to run a contract 
efficiently. 


Sub-Contracts.—Large sections of build- 
ing work are done by sub-contractors, 
nominated by the architect. 


This practice has been brought into 
existence very largely because firms find 
that they can car out work more rapidly 
and efficiently if they have enough sec- 
tional contracts to purchase and use 
special plant, and train and employ 
specialist foremen and workmen. The 
standard of work in sub-contracting is 
extremely important, and it is an essential 
part of the efficiency of running building 
contracts that the main contractor should 
co-ordinate the work of his sub-contrac- 
tors and direct them to start and proceed 
at times and in such a manner that the 
whole contract flows freely. 


Unifying Control.—It is impossible for 
a contractor to run a contract well unless 
he is in full control of all the works on the 
site. 


He cannot make a good time or progress 
schedule unless he is able at a very early 
stage to call together all those actively 
engaged on the work, determine the times 
at which they will start on each section 
of the building, and the time needed to 
carry it out. 


Some authorities, attracted by the 
possibility of saving the builders’ profit, 
let separate contracts for parts of the work; 
but I consider they are fortunate if the 
result is not serious disorganisation and 
financial loss to everyone. 


COMPARISONS OF COST 


Direct Labour.—It is extremely difficult 
to compare the cost of direct latour with 
the cost of work secured by contract, in 
which must be included rates, taxes, rent 
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and many overheads which appear to be 
saved by some of the methods of costing 
employed on direct-labour contracts. Over- 
heads, however, must be met, and are in 
effect an essential part of the cost. 


Over long periods operatives of a direct- 
labour force tend to become complacent, 
and in periods of fluctuating work it is 
more difficult for a local authority to 
discharge men than it is for men in private 
employ to change their job. 


If direct-labour contracts and normal 
contrasts are well run, the utmost which 
can be saved is the profit of the builder, 
and this is often offset by indirect over- 
heads which could have easily been 
balanced by the efficiency of the manage- 
ment which a good and experienced 
builder can bring to bear on the work. 


Buying and Delivery of Materials.— 
This has become an increasingly important 
part of a builder’s work. He can no 
longer make up deficiencies at short 
notice by the use of the telephone, and 
for this and other reasons it is more 
essential that he should know beforehand 
the precise amount of materials he wishes 
to purchase, and the exact dates when 
craftsmen and labourers will be required. 


In many cases storage on the site and 
double handling is to be preferred to the 
risk of losing sections of a labour force 
and jeopardising output. The effect of 
payment of ‘‘ wet” time and a guaranteed 
week has had a much greater effect on the 
method of running contracts than many 
builders realise. 


GOOD MANAGEMENT 


Management.—Industry is realising more 
and more outstandingly that good manage- 
ment is the essence of productivity, and 
indeed this is the one sure means of making 
substantial savings in the cost of buildings. 


Managers must be trained to a much 
higher degree ot efficiency than at present, 
and a better type of man is more widely 
needed in senior appointments, incor- 
porating experience with the capacity for 
organisation. 


It is interesting to find that an examina- 
tion carried out in 1943 on a number of 
similar buildings showed that those in 
which the contractors had a-large super- 
visory staff were more economically built 
and built in a shorter time than those 
which had a small supervisory staff ; and 
it was equally noticeable that what one 
regarded as the more efficient and out- 
standing contractors tended to put on the 
job a better staff as well as a greater number 
to supervise their contracts. There can 
be no doubt whatever that as a whole it 
paid. 

Workmen.—There is no escaping the 
fact that the workman of to-day cannot 
continue to maintain the present high 
standard of. living he enjoys unless he 
produces at a higher rate than at present, 
though it must be realised, at the same 
time, that the types of men, ages and 
degrees of efficiency vary very substantially. 


The amount of bonus paid may increase 
the amount of work done, but this ceases 
to be effective if taxation appears to de- 
prive him of all personal benefit. There 
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is also the menace, if target levels are 
fixed too low, that production for normal 
pay is not the right measure of a day’s 
work, 


There can be no doubt, according to 
their ages and capacity, that workmen 
must work with the full knowledge that 
their efforts and output are directly 
responsible for their standard of living. 


THE CRAFTSMAN’S STATUS 


Wages.—For many years the building 
craftsman was probably the best paid 
amongst all craftsmen in the country ; 
to-day he does not occupy that position. 


. Moreover, the industry has continually 


pressed the claims of the lowest-paid 
worker, and they have become so close 
to the wages of the craftsman that the 
additional wage incentive is, in my: view, 
out of step with the labour involved in 
becoming a trained craftsman, and the 
daily skill needed in exercising craftsman- 
ship. 

I consider that the craftsmen of the 
building industry need to be paid a greater 
wage in proportion to labourers than they 
are at present. The wages of craftsmen 
in America, as compared with labourers, 
show that the labourer’s rate is only about 
65 per cent of the craft rate, whereas in 
Britain it is over 80 per cent. I think it is 
quite essential that the craftsman should 
be able to expect a much greater propor- 
tionate wage for his extra effort, extra 
ability and extra expenditure on education, 
training and tools. 


Education.—This leads to the considera- 
tion of the basis of education. In archi- 
tecture we have been forced by circum- 
stances to abandon the principle of the 
architectural pupil, and to rely primarily 
upon the architectural schools for training. 


I would consider that on the whole the 
school training is far better and more 
comprehensive than the apprenticeship 
training used to be, but to this generalisa- 
tion there must be exceptions. The pupils 
who were fortunate enough to be under the 
leadership of really great architects gained 
inspiration and practical knowledge in 
their everyday work. 


The architect’s training, moreover, was 
then carried out in such a way that side 
by side with the production of drawings 
he saw the execution of buildings. Lack 
of practical experience is of necessity a 
weak spot in the school training. The 
five-year course of the school leaves a gap 
in building supervision and practical 
experience. 

It should be an essential part of an 
architect’s training that he spends six 
months on a contract as a supernumerary 
or assistant clerk of works, or, alternatively, 
six months in a contractor’s office. 


The civil engineers have decided that 
a civil engineer does not lose his pro- 
fessional status if he works for a con- 
tractor, and vice versa the contractor may 
well work in a civil engineer’s office. As 
a result, the civil engineers have a much 
closer association with their work than 
the architects. 


I think study should be given to the 
ways in which such interchange of experi- 
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ence could take place in building, because 
nothing replaces actual experience in the 
proper appreciation of other men’s 
difficulties. 

The builders of the country are divided 
into two classes : (a) A small class, which 
is outstandingly efficient ; and (b) a very 
much larger class, which leaves very much 
to be desired. 

When delays are experienced, the order 
book of contractors often shows delivery 
dates to be non-existent, and even full 
quantities of the materials required do 
not appear on the original order sheets. 
In the same way co-ordinated deliveries 
are often left to most haphazard chance. 
All of this is undoubtedly due to the long 
period during which the building industry 
worked under conditions of surplus of 
materials and unemployed labour. 


As a result of this experience, too many 
organisations have got into the habit 
of telephoning for bricks or cement, 
timber or steel, without having any co- 
ordinated arrangements for delivery. There 
is very great need for training in adminis- 
tration and all the other factors which we 
call management. If this applies to the 
master builders, the managers and organ- 
isers, it also applies to the agents, foremen 
and clerks of works. 


When building was a craft industry 
proceeding at a slow pace, it was quite 
possible for a first-class craftsman to be a 
first-class foreman. He was mainly con- 
cerned in seeing that a high standard of 
craftsmanship was achieved. But to-day 
building is a complicated business ; there 
may be 30 or 40 sub-contractors on a 
large building and considerable difficulties 
in the supply of labour. 


Under all these circumstances the fore- 
man and the clerk of works have become 
men who. require a very substantial back- 
ground of education and very extensive 
technical and even scientific knowledge. 
They should know not only how to lay 
concrete but the technique of the use of 
concrete. They should know the prin- 
ciples of heating as well as the organisation 
of the men putting in the pipes. Until 
we get into building’ a _ considerable 
number of men with these widespread 
attainments, I am sure we shall be lacking 
in efficiency. 


APPRENTICESHIP AND 
TRAINING 


Finally, we come to the training of 
craftsmen.’ We have for too long allowed 
ourselves to drift with the idea that 
apprenticeship must come back, and 
without it the building industry is carrying 
on badly through no fault of its own. 


It is remarkable that in the report of 
the American industry, the Americans, 
faced with the same shortage of craftsmen, 
enthusiastically tackled within the industry 
the training of large numbers of men to a 
high standard, and apparently achieved 
that objective. 


In England, faced with the shortage 
of craftsmen as a result of virtually ten 
years of war and the repair of war damage, 
we have done little or nothing. 


We have the anomaly in building of 
seeing some of the largest firms of con- 
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tractors possessing no apprentices at all. 
We have the further anomaly of seeing 
the Government scheme for the training 
of craftsmen cancelled just at the moment 
at which the craftsmen were due to go 
into the excellent buildings erected for 
that purpose. 

It is inconceivable that either the 
industry or the Government should talk 
about training of craftsmen as they do 
and do so little to bring it about, and until 
wholesale training of a really high standard 
is possessed by all craftsmen in the 
industry, then high productivity cannot 
possibly be expected, and I think the 
industry itself is lagging behind in this 
respect. 

The contrast with some of the newer 
industries is great. In some cases, large 
sums of money are spent out of working 
capital in order to make quite sure that 
there is a good supply of trained operatives. 
In building we have nothing to compare 
with this internal effort. 


It is useless to continue to think that a 
few builders can train all the craft labour 
needed for the industry as a whole. The 
industry itself must train its craftsmen ; 
it must establish better methods of 
training ; it must be prepared to take 
craftsmen and give them craft training 
upon the scale the whole industry needs, 
and establish schools on the lines which 
the Government once proposed. 


Time and Progress Schedules.— 
Organisation such as we have discussed 
needs to be set down so that all may work 
to a common end. This, in building, 
produces the time and progress schedule. 
The success of this is dependent not only 
upon the factors I have enumerated, but 
also upon the determination of individuals 
on that schedule to keep their time. 


In pre-war days, when there was ample 
labour and materials, it was quite common 
to find sub-contractors and contractors, 
having subscribed to the schedule, dis- 


regarding it completely and thinking it — 


quite unnecessary to keep it because “ the 
other man ” would fail to keep his portion. 


We have therefore got to treat “‘ time- 
keeping ” as far more important than we 
have up to the present. This applies 
both to the architect’s office and to the 
job, and so we get to a matter of mental 
approach rather than physical capacity 
to carry out the work, and it is this mental 
approach which we need to alter. 


Bebington Development Plan 

BEBINGTON (Wirral) is considering a 
development plan which will take 20 years to 
carry to fruition. Developments contem- 
plated during the next five years include 
the erection of nearly 1,500 houses to relieve 
present shortages and provide for overspill, 
and the provision of new schools. The 
long-term programme will entail a loss to 
agriculture of 850 acres. 

The development plans are based on a sug- 
gested population by the end of 1970 of 
61,000 compared with the present estimate 
of 47,000... The council has in mind the 
provision of a municipal 18-hole golf course, 
while some 13 acres will ultimately be avail- 
able for recreation purposes. A new town 
hall and a riverside park are also contem- 
plated. 
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HARLOW INDUSTRIAL ESTATE 
Numerous Factories Let and Building 


'[THE Industrial Estate at the New Town 

of Harlow was formally opened on 
Monday by Mr. Lindgren, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Local Govern- 
ment and Planning, who was deputising for 
the Minister, Mr. Dalton. In a message 
regretting his inability to perform the 
ceremony himself on account of having to 
attend a meeting of the national executive 
committee of the Labour Party, Mr. Dalton 
spoke of his appreciation of the action of 
those’ industrialists who had taken factories 
in Harlow, and sent his best wishes to them 
and to their employees and to all at the 
New Town. 

Mr. LINDGREN described the development 
of the New Towns, with their attendant 
industry and other features making for 
balanced communities, as “the only really 
sensible way of doing things.” He said the 
New Towns owed a debt to the earlier 
pioneers who established such communities 
as Port Sunlight, Bournville and Welwyn 
Garden City. He endorsed Mr. Dalton’s 
view that the New Towns contributed “ one 
of the most exciting things that are happen- 
ing in this country to-day.” 

The opening ceremony was held at a 
crossroads on the Industrial Estate, where 
Mr. Lindgren was welcomed by the chair- 
man, Mr. Richard Costain, and members of 
the board of the Harlow Development 
Corporation. 

The Industrial Estate at Harlow is being 
built up by the erection of sectional factories 
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in units of 2,000 sq. ft. (capable of being 
linked up to form units of up to 8,000 or 
10,000 sq. ft.) for the “smaller” man; by 
the erection of standard factories of 20,000 
sq. ft. (capable of being linked up into units 
of as much as 100,000 sq. ft.); and by the 
leasing of sites at a ground rent for the 
industrialist to build his own factory upon. 
In certain cases the factory -may combine 
both standard accommodation and “ special 
purpose ” space. 


The Harlow Development Corporation 
has now built and let eight sectional units, 
two standard units and one standard plus 
“special purpose” unit. Current building 
includes a further four standard units (two 
of them with “ special purpose” space) and 
five sectional units. Sites let for develop- 
ment by industrialists include one of 
six acres, one of three acres and one of 
one acre. In addition, work is to begin 
shortly on three more standard and four 
more sectional factories for fisms who are 
to receive the necessary permits to transfer 
their activities to Harlow. 


These projects are together expected to 
provide industrial employment for 1,100 
people in the course of the next two years. 
Over this period the Development Corpora- 
tion will continue to introduce the families 
of building trade operatives into the New 
Town until the total number of building 
workers housed reaches a maximum of 1,600. 
After that the number of factory workers 
coming in each year will be increased pro- 
portionately. . 


A glance at the New Town reveals the 
rapid progress that has been made in recent 
months since building work really got under 
way. The Corporation now has ‘nearly 
2,000 houses in course of construction, rang- 
ing from the smaller types to detached 
“ middle income group ” houses costing some: 
£2,800, and 380 dwellings have now been 
occupied. In addition to the housing and 
industrial programmes, the Corporation has 
started to build a temporary health centre, 
due for completion at the end of the year, 
and hopes to complete its first 25 shops by 
early spring of next year. The first primary 
school is in course of erection and a second- 
ary school is to be started next year. 


Taken together, the various works now in 
progress mean that the Corporation is achiev- 
ing one of the most difficult requirements of 
a New Town in the early years of its life— 
balanced development. Workers cannot 
come and live in a New Town until the fac- 
tories are there to provide them with an 
occupation, and economic circumstances 
mean that the factories cannot be built until 
the workers are there to provide the labour, 
and success must therefore depend on the 
striking of a right balance. 

The current housing programme at Harlow 
is at the rate of 1,000 dwellings a year, but 
it is hoped to-step this up in the not far 
distant future to-1,500 dwellings a year.

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BULK CONVEYANCE OF 
CEMENT TRAFFIC 


Trial of a New Method 


OR some time the Commercial Super- 
intendent of the North Eastern 
Region of British Railways has been 
experimenting with various means of ex- 
tending the conveyance of traffics in bulk 
such as cement, ground limestone, dolomite 
and fluorspar. Cement in particular lends 
itself to bulk conveyance, due principally to 
the present high cost of paper bags and to 
the shortage of sufficient paper to manu- 
facture them. There is also scope for con- 
siderable saving in manpower and handling 
_costs, to the, advantage of both sender and 
consignee, and complete elimination of 
damage by water. 

Several months ago the possibility arose 
of conveying 40,000 tons of cement in bulk 
from Hull for use in the construction of a 
new reservoir at Baitings, near Sowerby 
Bridge, in the West Riding. As it was 
obvious that this was a stream of traffic, the 
bulk conveyance of which. would achieve 
considerable economies, experiments were 
made with the use of containers to convey 
this traffic. Although an improved design 
of standard bulk container is in production 
for general use throughout British Railways, 
it was decided that until these standard units 
became available (early in 1952), it would be 
feasible to use a cylindrical type of con- 
tainer, a number of which are at present on 
hire to British Railways from. the Ministry 
of Supply: This type of container was 
designed for use during the late war for the 
conveyance of magnesium oxide, and sub- 
sequent experiments have shown that it is 
particularly suited to carrying cement. 

Each unit is 8 ft. high and 6 ft. 6} in. 
in diameter. There is a circular opening at 
the top for filling, covered by a screw-down 
weatherproof cover. The inside: of the con- 
tainers tapers towards the bottom to a 
circular discharge outlet controlled by a 
hinged door equipped with simple hand- 
operated mechanism. The outside of the 
unit is “sheer,” giving a circular base the 
full diameter of the cylinder with an 
opening through which the boftom door 
control mechanism is operated. 

The tare weight of each unit is 15. cwt. 
and the capacity 160 cu. ft., and although 
it would be possibile to accommodate almost 
six tons of cement, the load has had neces- 
sarily to be restricted to five and a half 
tons. Four lifting lugs are welded to the 
top edge so that transfer from wagon to 
motor is a simple and quick operation. Two 
of these containers are carried in a standard 
13-ton wagon. 

The total tonnage despatched to date 
from Ferriby t» Sowerby Bridge in connec- 
tion with this scheme has already been 
considerable, amounting to 900 tons, and 
as work on the reservoir progresses the 
number of containers handled daily will 
increase. The simplicity of their construc- 
tion makes loading at Ferriby an easy 
operation, the cement passing down a 
canvas chute leading through the lid. No 
difficulties have arisen with unloading the 
containers by crane at Sowerby Bridge 
station or in opening the bottom doors to 
discharge direct into the cement storage 
hpper at the reservoir site. Thé¢ containers 
are carried between Sowerby Bridge 
station and the site by British Railways 
road: motor vehicles, and unloading on the 
site is achieved by a two-way travelling 
hoist block which spans both the roadway 
and the hopper grating. 
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“ BUILDERS’ BACKWARDNESS 
WITH NEW TECHNIQUES ” 


A Reply to Critics 


ME- GORDON FISHER, president of the 
North-West Regional Council of the 
Federation of Master Builders, replied, in a 
speech at Llandudno on September 21, to 
those who have accused the building indus- 
try of backwardness in applying modern 
techniques in its day-to-day work. 

He said that by and large master builders 
knew that in order to achieve full efficiency 
they must keep abreast of the times in office 
organisation, site planning, costing, labour 
relations, etc. But in order to plan properly 
it was necessary to have a settled building 
policy, a free flow of materials and proper 
collaboration between building owners, archi- 
tects, master builders and operatives. 

Sirice 1945, Mr. Fisher continued, the 
Government had chopped and changed their 
overall building policy many times. The 
economic disturbances of the country had 
always first been seen in the direction of the 
building programme. This did not lead to 
confidence on the part of the makers of 
building materials nor did it allow the master 
builder to plan his operations ahead. At 
no time since the war had materials been in 
good supply. To get the best results the 
master builder had to have his materials on 
the site at the right time. The operatives 
were not likely to give of their best unless 
they knew that there was a plentiful supply 
of materials on the job. 

Because of the many changes in Govern- 
ment building policy and the fact that house 
building was now largely done for local 
authorities, the flexibility which used to be 
such a great asset in the fast construction 
of houses was greatly changed, he said. A 
rigidity had crept into this class of building 
which .did not make for efficiency. He was 
convinced that if builders were given free- 
dom from control,.a plentiful supply of 
materials and the sure knowledge that build- 
ing would not be turned on and off like a 
tap, they could once again lead the world.

We regret to record the death in Sydney, 
New South Wales, of Mr. Gilbert Henry 
Lovegrove, F.R.I.B.A., F.S.1., M.R.S.I. He 
was born in 1878.

Tue “shocking record of housebuilding 
since the war” was referred to by MR 
DaviD GAMMANS, M.P., at a luncheon of 
the National Council of Building Material 
Producers in London on September 18.

A SYMPOSIUM ON 
PRESTRESSED CONCRETE 


Varied Programme of Lectures 


A SYMPOSIUM ON “ PRESTRESSED CON- 
CRETE STATICALLY INDETERMINATE STRUC- 
TURES” was held at the Institution of Civil 
Engineers on September 24 and 25. On the 
first day of the Symposium, which was. 
organised by the Cement and Concrete 
Association in conjunction with the Pre- 
stressed Concrete Development Group, Mr. 
A. J. Harris read a paper on the continuity 
of prestressed concrete structures: the prac- 
tical aspect. The second paper, dealing with 
the analysis of statically indeterminate 
structures subject to prestress, was presented 
by Mr. D. W. Cracknell and Mr. W. A. 
Knight. After tea, Mr. P. B. Morice spoke 
on some experimental work on _inter- 
connected prestressed beams. 


In the morning of September 25, Professor
